STEBBINS SAYS 
HE GAVE BOND TO 
GROCER NORRIS 


(Continued.from Page One.) 


many others. I was urged to be a 
candidate for the United States 
senate by prominent persons who 
now appear to be supporting Mr. 
Norris, the names of whom I will 
give if requested. I was told that 
if the 
field 
of candidates was 
cleared so that the 
republicans 


could express their. disapproval of 
Norris that his friends would see to 
it that the field would again be 
cluttered. 


Heard of Flan Beforehand. 


"Long prior to the time that my 
campaign started it was rumored 
that Mr. Norris of Broken Bow 
would be a candidate for the United 
States senate if sufficient subscrip- 
tions were made to his- campaign 
fund. I was approached on the mat- 
ter and I came tothe following con- 
clusions: That Senator Norris had 
been disrespectful toward almost 
every measure advocated by the re- 
publicans both in the state and na- 
tion; that he deserted the party in 
the crisis two years ago; that he 
boasted of being an independent 
rather than a republican, notwith- 
standing the fact that he likes to 
be a republican, at election time; 
that the probable effect would be 
to permit the senator to file as an 
independent. 
My final conclusion 
was that a contribution by myself 
to this campaign fund was not ille- 
gal, was wholly within my rights 
as an American citizen, and ad- 
visable. 


"In following out my conclusion I 
donated the bond that has been 
mentioned in previous 'testimony 
before the Nye committee. In ad- 
dition I donated $350. This bond 
and money were my own and were 
not given to me by any person or 
corporation. This bond and cash 
came from the sale of wheat, corn 
arid other products raised on my 
own farms. 


"The fact of my making this con- 
tribution was solely a personal mat- 
ter with me. I want to state that 
no person connected with the cam- 
paign that I subsequently made had 
any knowledge whatsoever of this 
contribution. I believe that the talk 
of a criminal suit against Mr. Sey- 
mour smacks of political persecu- 
tion, especially when the facts are 
carefully analyzed. 
Critical of Senator. 
"The senator has been such an 
ardent advocate of the primary law, 
and has sat idly by and seen dupli- " 
cate names of good republicans 
filed, and only when he is confront- 
ed with the possibility of having to 
file on the independent ticket and 
to get off of the republican ticket 
he wails and demands amendments 
to the primary law. 
"It has been my impression that 
the primary election belonged to the 
people of Nebraska, and to each of 
the parties, and that the senate 
committee was going outside their 
rights in spending thousands of dol- 
lars of the taxpayers money in try- 
ing to assist one of their own mem- 
bers get back into the senate. How- 
ever, due to the insinuations that 
have been 
made, I feel that the 
people should know that none of 
the interests which Senator Norris 
has assumed were interested in the 
matter took any part in it. 
"I had associated with me in my 
campaign some of the very finest 
people in Nebraska. This contribu- 
tion which I made occurred long be- 
fore my campaign started. For the 
reason that I considered that this 
was a personal matter and not con- 
nected with my campaign. I re- 
frained from advising any of those 
people of my action. The men and 
women who were active in my be- 
half were fiehting for a prindple. 
They believed that the Senator had 
wasted his time upon Muscle Shoals 
and Boulder Dam when Nebraska 
was in need. They believed that 
the hands of the president should 
be upheld."

They must give the name of each 
member of the congregation, and is- 
sue to each member, a prescription, 
as doctors do. 


To carry out this plan, the gov- 


ernment must establish retail wine 
shops in big cities, and spend large 
sums, checking individual prescrip- 
tions. 


This was probably not foreseen 


by the founder of Christianity when 
he changed water into wine at the 
wedding feast. 


Good prohibitionists tell you it 


was witho.ut alcohol. But the Bible 
does not say that, and the wedding 
guests probably would have said: 
"In that case, give us the plain 
water." 


Adults hardened by years, by con- 
tact with the world and in the ossi- 
fication that goes on inside the 
skull, should remember that chil- 
dren, more sensitive than their el- 
ders, feel sorrow and disgrace more 
keenly.

I was urged to be a 
candidate for the 
United 
States 
senate by prominent persons who 
now appear to be suppOTtlng Mr. 
Norris, the names of whom I will 
give if requested. 
I was told th a t 
if the 
field 
of 
candidates 
was 
cleared so 
th a t 
the 
republicans 
could ex press their disapproval of 
Norris th a t his friends would see to 
It th a t the field would again be 
cluttered. 
Hea rd of Pla n Befo reha nd. 
“Long prior to the time th at my 
campaign started it was rumored 
th at Mr. Norris of Broken Bow 
would be a candidate for the United 
States senate if sufficient subscrlp- 
ttons were made to his campaign 
fund. I was approached on the m at­ 
ter and I came tothe following con­ 
clusions: T hat Senator Norris had 
been disrespectful toward almost 
every measure advocated by the re- 
f 
iubllcans both in the state and na- 
ion; th at he deserted the party in 
the crisis two y ears ago; th at he 
boasted of being an independent 
rather than a republican, notwith­ 
standing the fact that he likes to 
be a republican at election time; 
that the probable effect would be 
to permit the senator to file as an 
independent. 
My final conclusion 
was th at a contribution by my self 
to this campaign fund was not Ille­ 
gal, was wholly within my rights

spection to infested and clean 
fields to show how rotation of crous 
effects complete control of

Mrs. Nellie Ross Sees It 


As Only Hope For 


Country. 


OMAHA, Oct. 18— (XP) —Nellie 


["ayloe Boss, former governor of 
Vyoming, and vice chairman of 
he democratic committee in charge 
of women's activities, in a public 
address here last night sharply 
iriticized the policies of the re- 
publican party and declared that 
n the democratic party lies the 
cure for the "stem and inescapable 
realities that will influence the 
•oters this fall." 


Mrs. 
Boss opened her address 
with a comparison of the repub- 
ican and democratic, party policies 
as she viewed them. 
"The chief concern of the re- 
publican party," she said, is now, 
as it always has been, the welfare 
of strong capitalistic interests, and 
now, as always in the past, when 
in control of the government, it 
makes it its particular mission to 
see that such governmental aid is 
:orthcoming as will assure 
the 
abundant and increasing prosperity 
of those favored interests. It is op- 
posed to any progressive measures 
;hat might impair the advantages 
they enjoy," she charged. . 
Turning then to the democratic 


party, Mrs. Boss said "it is a de- 
usion and a snare—the representa- 
tion that the democratic party, less 
than the republican party, is inter- 
ested in national prosperity." 
"The whole theory of the demo- 
crats as to what constitutes na- 
bional prosperity and now to secure 
it is diametrically opposed to that 
of the republicans. Democrats hold 
that the degree to which prosperity 
is distributed among the people de- 
termines the degree to which that 
of the nation as a whole is sub- 
stantial and. stable. 
"We contend 
that the prosperity of the farmer 
and small business industries auto- 
matically assures that of great fin- 
ancial enterprises.

SCOTTSBLUFF, Neb., Oct. 18— 


(AP)—Word reaching here late yes- 
terday "old of a decision by Ray 
Lyman Wilbur, secretary of the de- 
partment 
of interior, which will 
turn over to four irrigation districts 
in Nebraska and Wyoming, all earn- 
ings from the Guernsey and Lingle, 
Wyo., power plants to be applied on 
construction charges against project 
lands.- Those connected with the 
work in this vicinity say this means 
a saving of eight and possibly ten 
million dollars to settlers on the 
reclamation projects. 


Six hundred thousand dollars of 
accrued profits are immediately re- 
leased to apply on construction 
charges owing the government. Two 
hundred and fifty thousand acres 
of the best Irrigated lands in west- 
ern Nebraska and eastern Wyoming 
are bonded for eighteen to twenty 
million dollars to repay the govern- 
ment for the cost of the projects. 
The Pathfinder at Gering, and 
the Fort Ijaramie, Farmers and 
North Port irrigation districts are 
the four affected. The amount of 
accumulated profits will pay charges 
for two years to come. The decision 
ends several years of negotiations.

A CHINESE WALL IN 


AMERICA. 


A new source of opposition to the type of tariff 


policy embodied in the Hawley-Smoot law passed by 
the last congress focused the spotlight upon a situa- 
tion which had heretofore received little attention. 
When outstanding industrial and business leaders, 
who had previously favored a high tariff, protested 
against the new rates in the bill on the ground they 
would diminish American foreign trade, for the first 
time the public sensed we had built virtually a Chi- 
nese wall around the United States. 


It is now possible to judge how well founded these 


fears and apprehensions were. For the first quarter 
under the rates provided in the Hawley-Smoot law 
collections aggregated $94,937,162 as compared with 
$161,183,393 for the quarter immediately preceding. 
That is, although the duties were higher, the revenue 
derived from the tariff decreased nearly 40 per cent. 


-In all fairness the decrease should not be attributed 


entirely to the resentment and indignation in other 
countries against the American tariff policy. There 
has been ample evidence that the Hawley-Smoot tar- 
iff law did alienate many fnends. It has resulted in 
steps being taken to retaliate, notably in Canada and 
in Australia, two of America's best customers. There 
is a virtual boycott against American goods in Europe, 
with Great Britain and the continental countries buy- 
ing only what they actually have to have. In South 
America, the leading republics have indicated they 
will buy from the United States only when they have 
no other recourse. But there is a world-wide depres- 
sion, and it would be reflected m decreased tariff col- 
lections because of diminished buying power in mans j 
countries. Likewise the fall in the levels of commodi- 
ty prices would tend to lower the collections of tariff 
duties 


The United States can not afford to close her eyes 


to the fact, however, she has done much to destroy 
that which had made her the foremost trade nation 
in the world, had enabled her to double and triple the 
capacities of her factories and mills, and had carried 
/merican goods to every quarter of the globe. It is 
possible to carry the exclusion policy to a point where 
other countries will not trade with us because we will 
not permit them. The basis of trade is exchange. 
We sell other countries what they do not produce at 
all, or at least not in sufficient quantities to meet do- 
mestic needs. They send us those articles which are 
needed here at home. If we raise the rates to such 
a point that other countries cannot exchange goods 
with us, we automatically close the door to trade or 
exchange 


If tariff collections for the next three 
quarters 


range -with those of the first three months' trial of 
them it is estimated tariff revenues will amount to 
$380,000.000 for the year as compared with $587.000,000 
for the fiscal twelve months in 1929-30. That would 
amount to a decrease of $207,000,000 in the govern- 
ment's" revenues, making it necessary to make up the 
loss through some other source, probably by increas- 
ing the income and corporation taxes. 


In any event the figures demonstrate beyond ques- 


tion that the Hawley-Smoot bill has defeated its own 
purposes. It has cost us foreign trade, slowing down 
operations of the mills and factories and adding to 
the unemployment problem in the United States. It 
has added to the burden of the consumer. It has cut 
governmental revenues. In the next ten years, the 
flood tide which carried tariff duties higher and high- 
er will subside, and America will be willing to resume 
trade relations with the world. We shall have to come 
to that or we shall pronounce a sentence of enforced 
idleness upon the mills and factories built up and 
enormously enlarged while the United States was 
supplying most of the world with goods.

KEMAL'S STATESMANSHIP. 


Demonstrated ability to guide the course of a back- 


ward nation, defeated and impoverished in,the World 
war and deprived of a large extent of its former ter- 
ritory, in such a way that the cultural status of its 
citizenry has been vastly improved and Its economic 
and industrial interests 
expanded, 
during an era 


when many older countries with longer experience in 
the science of government have had a hard time 
holding their own, entitles Mustapha Kemal Pasha, 
the ruler' of Turkey, to be ranked among the world's 
most efficient statesmen of the present day. 


When Kemal came to the front and assumed the 


direction of affairs following the great war, the Turk- 
ish people were disorganized, demoralized and dis- 
heartened. The task of reconstruction that confront- 
ed him was far greater than that of the western na- 
tions, since his country had no modern industrial or- 
ganization, no independent capital, and few trained 
leaders in finance, business, and industry to help it 
out of its difficulties. 


The job of rebuilding had to be done from the 


ground up and with borrowed money. One of Kemal's 
first moves was to transfer the capital from Constan- 
tinople to Angora, so as to bring the government in- 
to closer contact with the people. At the same time, 
the old alliance between the state and the Moham- 
medan church was broken up and official disapproval 
was pronounced upon polygamy. Kemal himself set 
the example of having but one spouse. Emancipation 
of women from wearing veils over their faces received 
governmental sanction. The new regime even went to 
the length of ordering men to discard the fez and don 
hats similar to those worn on the European and 
American contujents. 


As a clunaxjto this program, the government a 


year or two ago directed all newspapers, schools, and 
other agencies disseminating literature to cease us- 
ing the Turkish alphabet and adopt the printed char- 
acters which most of the enlightened nations of the 
world employ. 


All these things were done with one object—to raise 


Turkey out of its state of backwardness and create a 
twentieth century atmosphere. Kemal's program has 
been singularly successful in that purpose. There is 
no question that Turkey today stands far in advance 
of where she was ten years ago, both culturally and 
materially. 


Had some foreign nation stepped in and attempted 


to force its brand of civilization on the Turks, there 
probably would have been very strong resistance. But 
one intelligent and courageous man has been able to 
lead his countrymen a long way along the path of 
progress. 


The latest step forward taken under Kemal's spon- 


sorship is the organization of a new political party 
which will stand for liberalized government and un- 
dertake to instill more energy into the various ad- 
ministrative activities. Henceforth, the national as- 
sembly will contain an opposition group to keep the 
ministry in power "on its toes." The new party will 
have cabinet representation and thus be enabled to 
contribute its part to the national development. 


Comparing what Kemal has done in Turkey with 


the ruthless work of Mussolini and his fascists in 
Italy, or with the chaos wrought in Spain by the de- 
Rivera dictatorship, it would see that the former na- 
tion has been more fortunate .in its leadership than 
the latter two. 


ACTION OR ACCOMPLISHMENT. 


America has had to fight so hard for the develop- 


ment of a nation—not politically, that was quickly 
settled, but economically, that the importance of ac- 
tion has almost tended to overcome the importance 
of accomplishment. 


The conquest of land to give agriculture its start; 


the conquest of natural resources to make manufac- 
turing possible; the conquest ol time and space to pro- 
vide transportation and communication which would 
give new strength to the growth of a great country— 
all placed emphasis upon action. 


The doer was more Important than the thinker. 


The man of action was a prime necessity. The mover 
was more important than anything else because "dy- 
namic movement was the lifeblood of the country's 
development. 


The effect of this tendency upon American thought 


can hardly be realized. The dominant notes in 
American philosophy have been those of leaders in- 
fluenced by the action motive The nervous exhilara- 
tion which has become American life has found its 
way into much of the thought expression of the na- 
tion. 


Fundamentally, that is part of America's economic 


difficulty today. Action was more important than 
thought. Motion was more important than plans. 
Growth was more important than judgment. Expan- 
sion, was more important than vision. 


America has not yet exhausted its capacities for 


development 
The elimination of free land has fur- 


nished a check, however, to certain stages of develop- 
ment 
New outlets for action must be found before 


action itself can be effective. And in that change has 
come the necessity for a great shift in American phil- 
osophy of life. 


Administration is now more important than action. 


Without administration, action is wasted and fruitless 
or even impossible. Thought which has been applied 
in action—the action of the inventor, the discoverer, 
the entrepreneur, needs now to be expended in new 
fields. The thought that the world of today needs is 
the thought of the organizer, the administrator. 


Man has learned how to make a vastly improved 


world of mechanisms. He has not learned how to use 
that world to the development of his most human 
possibilities. America needs a new philosphy of ac- 
complishment—not a philosophy merely of accom- 
plishment through action, but of accomplishment 
which includes action within reflection, enthusiasm 
within judgment—the rich accomplishment of the 
rounded life, self-reliant but conscious of the in- 
terrelated dependence of a world of human beings.

The patient who uses insulin must 
learn to self-administer an aseptic 
dose. A glass hypodermic syringe 
is now especially designed for this

The syringe and needle

electric heater can be packed into 
small space and will render means 
to bod water always available. Aft- 
er boiling, the patient's fingers or 
any non-sterile object should- nev- 
er touch the needle 
Insulin reduces the amount of 


sugar m the blood very rapidly. 
When the blood sugar goes beiow a 
certain level definite symptoms oc- 
cur. These may alarm the patient 
the first time they are experienced. 
There is a violent trembling of the 
muscles, sweating and great weak- 
ness. Drinking some orange juice 
or eating a little sugar will imme- 
diately overcome them. The sugar 
either in the orange juice or the 
table sugar gets into the blood and 
raises the amount of blood sugar. 


These insulin reactions should be 


avoided if possible 
Insulin should 
for that reason, be administered be- 
fore meals.

I war and deprived of a large extent of its former ter­ 
ritory, in such a way that the cultural status of its 
citizenry has been vastly improved and its economic 
and industrial interests 
expanded, 
during an era 
when many older countries with longer experience in 
the science of government have had a hard time 
holding their own. entitles Mustapha Kemal Pasha, 
the ruler'of Turkey, to be ranked among the world’s 
most efficient statesmen of the present day. 
When Kemal came to the front and assumed the 
direction of affairs following the great war. the Turk- 
kh people were disorganized, demoralised and dis­ 
heartened. The task of reconstruction that confront­ 
ed him was far greater than that of the western na­ 
tions, since his country had no modern industrial or­ 
ganization, no Independent capital, and few trained 
leaders in finance, business, and hidustry to help it 
out of its difficulties. 
The job of rebuilding had to be done from the 
ground up and with borrowed money. One of Kemal’s 
first moves was to transfer the capital from Constan­ 
tinople to Angora, so as to bring the government in­ 
to closer contact with the people. At the same time, 
the old alliance between the state and the Moham­ 
medan church was broken up and official disapproval 
was pronounced upon polygamy. 
Kemal himself set 
the example of having but one spouse. Emancipation 
of women from wearing veils over their faces received 
governmental sanction. The new regime even went to 
the length of ordering men to discard the fez and don 
hats similar to those 
worn on the European and 
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A CHINESE WALL IN 
AMERICA. 


A new source of opposition to the type of tariff 
rollcy embodied in the Hawley-Smoot law passed by 
the last congre.ss focused the spotlight upon a situa­ 
tion which had heretofore received little attention. 
When outstanding industrial 
and 
business leaders, 
who had previously favored a high tariff, protested 
against the new rates in the bill on the ground they 
would diminish American foreign trade, for the first 
time the public .sensed we had built virtually a Chi­ 
nese wall around the United States, 
It is now possible to Judge how well founded these 
fears and apprehensions were. For the first quarter 
under the rates provided in the Hawley-Smoot law 
collections aggregated $94,937,162 as compared with 
$161.183,393 for the quarter Immediately preceding. 
That is. although the duties were higher, the revenue 
derived from the tariff decrea.sed nearly 40 per cent. 
In all fairness the decrease should not be attributed 
entirely to the resentment and indignation in other 
countries against the American tariff policy. 
There 
has been ample evidence that the Hawley-Smoot tar­ 
iff law did alienate many friend.s. It has resulted in 
steps being taken to retaliate, notably in Canada and 
in Australia, two of America’s best customers. There 
is a virtual boycott ajfalnst American goods in Europe, 
with Great Britain and the continental c'^untrles buy­ 
ing only what they actually have to have. 
In South 
America, the leading republics have Indicated they 
Will buy from the United States only when they have 
no other recourse. But there is a world-wide depres­ 
sion, and it would be reflected in decreased tariff col-

As a climax^to this program, the government a 
year or two ago directed all newsi» pers, schools, and 
other agencies disseminating literature to cease us­ 
ing the TurkLsh alphabet and adopt the printed char­ 
acters which most of the enlightened nations of the 
world employ, 
* 
All these things were done with one object—to raise 
Turkey out of its state of backwardness and create a 
twentieth century atmosphere. Kemal’s program has 
been singularly successful in that purp<» e. There is 
no question that Turkey today stands far in advance 
of where she was ten years ago, both culturally and 
materially. 
Had some foreign nation stepped in and attempted 
to force its brand of civilization on the Turks, there 
iwobably would have been very strong resistance. But 
one intelligent and courageous man has been able to 
lead his countrymen a long way along the path of 
progress. 
The latest step forward taken under Kemal’s spon­ 
sorship is the organization of a new political party 
which will stand for liberalized government and un­ 
dertake to Instill more energy into the various ad­ 
ministrative activities. 
Henceforth, the national as­ 
sembly will contain an opposition group to keep the 
ministry in power "on its toes.” The new party will 
have cabinet representation and thus be enabled to 
contribute its part to the national develoiMnent. 
Comparing what Kemal has done in Turkey with 
the ruthless work of Mussolini and his fascists in 
Italy, or with the chaos wrought in Spain by the de- 
Rivera dictatorship. It would see that the former na­ 
tion ha.s been more fortunate in its leadership than 
the latter two. 


ACTION OR ACCOMPLISHMENT. 
America has had to fight so hard for the develop­ 
ment of a nation—not politically, that 
was quickly 
settled, but economically, that the importance of ac­ 
tion has almost tended to overcome the importance 
of accomplishment. 
The conquest of land to give agriculture its start; 
lections becau.se of diminished buying power in mans i the conquest of natural resources to make manufac- 
countrles. Likewise the fall in the levels of commodi­ 
ty prices would tend to lower the collections of tariff 
duties. 
The United States can not afford to close her eyes 
to the fact, however, she has done much to destroy 
that which had made her the foremost trade nation 
in the world, had enabled her to double and triple the 
capacitliMi of her factories and mills, and had carried 
/m erlcan goods to every quarter of the globe. 
It Is 
possible to carry the exclusion policy to a point where 
other countries wUl not trade with us because we will 
not permit them. 
The basis of trade is exchange. 
We sell other countries what they do not produce at 
all, or at least not In sufficient quantities to meet do­ 
mestic needs. TTiey send us those articles which are 
needed here at home. 
If we raise the rates to such

It has c(Mt us foreign trade, slowing down 
operations of the mills and factories and adding to 
the unemployment problem In the United States. It 
has added to the burden of the consumer. It has cut 
governn.ental revenues. 
In the next ten years, the 
flood tide which carried tariff duties higher and high­ 
er will sub.stde, and America will be willing to resume 
trade relation.s with the world. We shall have to come 
to that or we shall pronounce a .sentence of enforced 
Iflleners upon the njllls and factories built up and 
enormously enlarged while the United States was 
supplying most of the world with goods.

JURY DEFERRED 


November 10 Group Not 


To Be Called, Will 


Use New Lists. 


District Judge Frost announced 
Saturday that the jury called lor 
November 10 will not convene. The 
judges have concluded, he said, that 
the next j u r y should be drawn 
under the new law and that many 
details must be arranged first. 
It was also concluded, he said, 
that it is advisable to wait until 
alter election so that new lists may 
be drawn. Lists made up at this 
time would necessarily have to be 
made from the election files of two 
year ago, he explaineTl. "Such old 
lists are very unsatisfactory," Judge 
Frost pointed out. "During the 
present year we have been put at 
some considerable inconvenience by 
the number of persons on the list 
who have died or moved away since 
the time of the last elections." 
Frost declared that organization 
under the new system will be ef- 
fected as rapidly as possible after 
election and that it is hoped to 
have the new jury meet on the 
last Monday in November. The 
judges have concluded, likewise, he 
said, that the lists should be drawn 
both from the county clerk and the 
city clerk. Lists have been drawn 
only from the county clerk in the 
past, but the statutes have been in- 
terpreted under the new laws as 
providing that the lists shall be 
taken from the city clerk in cities 
•where registration is held, Frost 
said. 
Decision not to call the Novem- 


ber 10 jury will not affect the call- 
ing: of the jury set for Monday. 
October 20, which was drawn under 
the old law.

Bryan Says Weaver and 


Legislature Failed 


Keep Pledge. 


HART1NOTON, Neb., Oct. 18—W) 


—Charles W. Bryan, democratic 
candidate for governor, In an ad- 
dress here last night urged that 
banks be kept out of politics and 
that "bankers and special interest 
advocates be kept out of state of- 
fice until the depositors are given 
a square deal." 
"Confidence must be restored in 
the ability and the intention of 
the state to see that the deposits 
of the people are safe and will be 
paid on demand in all banks which 
have been given state charters and 
thereby authorized to accept de- 
posits from the people," Mr. Bryan 
said. 
The democratic candidate charged 
that Governor Arthur Weaver and 
the republican legislature did not 
fulfill their platform pledge. 
"Interference by bankers in gov- 
ernmental regulation of banks has 
nullified the bank guarantee law, he 
said. 
"Governor Weaver and the legis- 


lature have submitted to be voted 
on at the 
November 
election a 


proposition to have one and a 
quarter million people vote a tax 
of eight million dollars upon them- 
selves to pay that amount for the 
bankers who owe depositors in 
failed banks," Bryan said. "No in- 
telligent man believes that the 
voters will saddle this debt onto 
themselves 
simply 
because 
the 


bankers of the legislature suggest 
th'jy would like to have them do 
it to relieve the banks."

Huskers and Cyclones Square Off Today On Ames Field 


Bear Stories Persist 
In Iowa Camp; Trauger 
III and Unable Start

AMES, la., Oct. 17—Without Paul Trauger, its star ball- 


carrier but reinforced with the return of Bob Smith, tackle, 
who was injured in the Illinois game two weeks ago, the Iowa 
State college Cyclones completed preparations Friday for the 
opening of its Big Six conference schedule here Saturday aft- 
ernoon when they will attempt to beat back the invading Ne- 
braska Cornhuskers. 


Trauger Out; Smith In. 


Halfback Trauger, who has been 


ill with a bad cold all week in the 
college hospital, was declared defi- 
nitely out of the combat by the 
athletic department's physician late 
Friday. He has been running a 
temperature all -week and only got 
down to normal Friday. 
"If weather conditions are favor- 


able. Trauger may play for a few 
minutes," was the only hopeful note 
in the physician's statement. 
Smith's return to the lineup was 


as unexpected as Trauger's absence. 
Two weeks ago, it was feared thc 
big lineman would be out for the 
season. However, his injured shoul- 
der has responded quickly to treat- 
ment and Trainer George Nelson 
finally consented Friday to permit 
him to play, after finding that a 
special pad gave adequate protec- 
tion. Smith's presence in the lineup 
will strengthen the Cyclone de- 
fense greatly, but Trauger's absence 
may easily play havoc with the of- 
fense ,that Coach Workman has 
prepared for the game. 
Final Practice Drills. 


The two rival elevens finished 
training for the contest with brief 
practice drills Friday afternoon. The 
Cornhuskers -arrived early on the 
field for limbering exercises and a 
short drill on passes and kicking, 
and then retired to their hotel in 
Des Moines to rest until late Satur- 
day morning. The Cornhuskers wit- 
nessed the Grinnell-Drake game 
Friday night in Des Moines. 
Later, Coach Workman directed 
the Cyclones through their final 
drill and dismissed 
them until 


Saturday afternoon when they will 
assemble in the dressing room for 
final 
instructions. 
The 
Cyclone 
mentor hurried away early as he 
too was to go to Des Monies to get 
a glimpse at the Drake team which 
Iowa State will meet later in the 
season. 


Blblemen Physically Fit. 


Coach Bible pronounced his squad

Aside from a few minor bruises, 
every man on the Cornhusker squad 
is in fine condition. 
Among the 


Cyclones, only Trauger and Smith 
are in the hospital list and it is en- 
tirely probable that Smith will be 
able to play throughout the game. 
In place of Trauger, Coach Work- 
man has indicated that he will start 
Dick Hawk, basketball and baseball 
flash. 
Hawk only added football 
to his athletic repertoire this fall 
but has developed Vapidly into one 
of the best ball-carriers on the 
Cyclone squad. In case Smith is 
taken from the game, Nolte. 200- 
puond six-footer, will be available. 
Traditional Rivals. 


Today's game will mark the re- 
newal of a gridiron rivalry between 
Iowa State and Nebraska that start- 
ed in 1896 and has been continued 
with but few interruptions. 
The 


Cornhuskers have been winners in 
a big majority of the games but 
usually only after a hard struggle. 
This year, with the strongest eleven 
in recent years, the Cyclones will 
battle to break a series of seven 
straight Nebraska victories since 
Iowa State last triumphed in 1919 
by a 3 to 0 score. On their part, 
the Cornhuskers are frankly seek- 
ing vengeance for a-20 to 7 setback 
at the hands of the Oklahoma uni- 
versity team last Saturday. 


Evenly Matched. 


For the first time in years, the 


two teams are closely matched in 
weight, Nebraska having only a 
slight advantage, with an average 
of 181 pounds as compared to Iowa 
State's 178. The Nebraska line will 
average 188. Iowa State 186. In the 
backfield. the Cornhuskers average 
169 pounds, as compared to 164 for 
Iowa State. 


The Cyclone average would be re- 
duced slightly should Workman de- 
cide to send Walker, sophomore, to 
the backfield in place of Tegland, 
two-year veteran.
